,++4**r+/^  fpondent  Urbanus.  In  his 
eflay  on  a  middle  flatc 
|Vol.  xxii.  P.  .161.],  there  arc  many  in; 
ftniuus  and  jud  obfervations.  particu- 
irly  his  realoning  about  purgatory  is 
clear  and  dccifive,  that  any  fccret  or 
ivowcd  partizan  of  the  church  of  Rome 
rill  in  vain  attempt  to  anfwer  it.  But 
’hen  he  maintains  that  the  divine  re* 
ifd  plainly  alTerts.  that  the  foul  ex* 
ts  after  death,  to  the  refurredHon,  in  a 
kinking,  active  ftitc  of  happinefs  or 
llcry,  many  judicious  and  learned  per¬ 
ms  differ  from  him,  and  can  fee  no 
dodrine  cRabiilhed  in  the  facred 
tiun>e;  or,  if  at  all,  that  it  U  but  am- 
Iguoudy  exprefled. 

Thofc  who  entertain, -on  this  point, 
mtiments  different  from  Urbanus,  arc 
rrfuaded,  that  the  doctrine  of  a  future 
late  is  derived  from  revelation  alone, 
could  come  from  no  other  fource; 
;Aurc,  as  mankind  were  originally

Nay,  this  muffc 
have  been  the  cafe,  when  we  conbder 
that  the  Icripturcs  univcrfally  lay  it  down, 
that  our  profpefts  of  immortality,  or 
eternal  life,  arc  alone  derived  from  what 
JefuB  Chrifl  has  done  for  us.  Could  our 
mere  natural  light  have  ftipplied  us  witH 
this  difeovery  ?

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IetcrlalVing  life,  and  fome  to  fliame  and 
cverlafting  contempt.”  There  arc,  in- 
ced,  forac  inftances  of  perfons  raifed 
om  the  dead  by  the  prophets,  but  no 
ilimation  that  that  was  to  be  the  gene- 
tl  plan  of  Providence  towards  the  hu- 
lan  race:  that  was  referved  to  the  time 
^hen  the  feed  of  the  woman  adually 
^ne  into  the  world;  and  by  thifl,  and 
[her  difeoveries,  threw  light  upon  life 
[td  immortality. 

'  When  our  Saviour  came  into  the 
torld,  he  then  declared  that  he  was  to 
tife  mankind  from  the  dead,  /.  e.  to 
iftorc  them  to  life  and  a<ition.  His  a- 
(ntlles  preached  the  fame  refurredtion; 
hd,  from  the  manner  and  frequency  of 
^eir  expreffingthcmfelves  upon  thii  tub 
ifct,  they  conlidered  it  among  the  mod 
wportant  that  mankind  arc  interefted 
liiand  appear  plainly  to  intimate,  that  we 
e^ld  not  lhare  in  immortal  life  without 
refiirredion.  The  apoltle  Paul  has 

Song  difcoiirfc  on  this  point,  in  which, 
at  the  creation  of  man,  /ifif  and  risatb 
le  oppoled,  fo  they  are  a  new  con- 
dccl  in  this  oeoonomy,  i.  Cor.  xv.  iz. 
for  “  as  it!  Adam  all  die,  even  fo  in 
^^Chrift  find  all  hr  made  al've.”  Thefe 
%irds  do  not  in  the  lead  refpe^ 

fal  life  fpiritual  deaths  they  arc 
ly  applicable  to  natural  life^wAdeatht 
CMiitraftcd  in  Genefis  up  vn  the  crea- 
tijbn  of  m^n,  and  alfure  us,  that  the  per¬ 
ception  and  a«5tivity  we  lod  in  Adam, 
«#ien  our  reprieve  was  out,  were,  at  the 
ri|'urre<di'>n,  to  be  redored  to  all  men 
Jefu  ,  “  the  fird  fruits  ff  them  that 
.”  From  this  oppolition,  or  con¬ 
it  appears  that  the  refurre^ion 
8  the  happy  period  w'hcn  we  were  to 
rediKed  to  life,  with  all  its  adtive  pow- 
,  and  the  punilhment,  on  account  of 
am’s  fin,  was  to  ceafe.  That  this  rn- 
acity  of  thought  and  fenfiation,  from 
th  to  tho  relurrcdtibn,  was  the  a- 
!c*8  idea,  appears  from  what  he  writes 
he  ThcfTilonians,  i.  Thef.  iv.  13.  14. 
lit  I  would  not  have  you  ignorant, 
ethren,  concerning  them  which  arc 
eep,  that  ye  forrow  not,  even  as  o- 
trs  which  have  no  hope:  for  if  wc 
lieve  that  Jefus  died  and  rofe  again, 
en  fo  them  alfo  which  deep  in  Jefus 
ill  God  bring  with  him.”  The  a- 
le’s  argument  to  the  Chrifiians  at 
(Taloiiica,  that  they  might  fupport 
h  dignity  the  death  of  their  departed 
ds,  is  dravirn  from  the  profpedl  of 
efurreCioa  alone*  and  being  for  ever 


with  the  Lord  after  that  glorious  *r^ 
He  makes  no  mention  of  a  date  of  bliij^ 
or  perception,  in  even  the  mod  imper- 
fedt  degree,  between  death  and  the  rc- 
furredtion;  though,  had  that  been  true, 
it  was  a  noble  argument  to  have  com¬ 
forted  thefe  Chridians  from.  To  reafoB 
in  this  manner,  from  the  apodlc’s  filence, 
is  not  merely  a  negative  argument,  when 
we  recolledt,  that  the  fame  apodle,  it;t 
preaching  at  Athens,  Adts  xvii.  18.  onljr 
gives  the  Athenians  the  hopes  of  pardon 
through  Jefus,  and  the  hopes  of  lite  u- 
pon  the  icfurredlion,  and  throw's  no^ 
out  the  fmallcd  hint  of  an  intermediate 
date  of  perception  or  thought.  This  is 
confidered  as  of  fome  weight,  when  we 
remember  the  apodle’s  addrefs  upon  o- 
ther  occaiions.  He  took  the  advantage 
of  a  Chriftian  dodtrinc,  agreeable  to  the 
Pharifecs,  to  engage  them  on  his  fide, 
Adis  xxiii.  6.;  and  when  at  Athens,  Adt$ 
xvii.  13.  he  took  the  like  advantage  of 
an  inferiptinn  upon  one  of  the  altars. 

Now,  had  this  apodle  been  perfuaded 
that  the  foul  never  ceafes  to  perceive  and 
think,  would  he  not  have  fallen  in  witb 
the  Platonids,  and  combated  the  Epicu¬ 
reans,  upon  principles  allowed  by  many 
of  the  Athenians  ?  But  both  their  no¬ 
tions  he  rejcifts,  and  adheres  to  the  ferip- 
turc  dodfrine  of  the  refurredtion,  when 
the  fcntencc  of  death  was  to  be  taken 
off.  and  we  redored  to  life  and  thought! 
Niy,  in  general  it  may  be  aiferted,  thab 
the  facred  record  uniformly  diredls  our 
profpedts  of  rewards  or  piinifhmentt  to 
the  rcfiiirrcdtion,  and  the  confequent 
dates  of  happinefs  or  mifery.  This  will 
appear  from  innumerable  texts,  to  any 
one  converfant  with  them.  There  is  a 
didinguifhed  pafl’igc  to  this  purpofe; 
I.  Cor.  XV.  18.— XI.  Then  thev  alfo

‘  pcrifticd :  If  in  this  life  only  we  have 
‘  hope  in  Chrid,  wc  arc  of  all  men  the

Where  the  apodle  without  hefitation  de* 
terminea,  that  if  there’  be  no  rcfurrcc- 
tion,  then  even  Chridians  “  arc  pc- 
‘  rilhed,**  perierunt^  lad,  or  dedroyed 
as  to  life  and  adtive  exidence.  •  And  if

And  further, 
this  appoftle  always  oppoles  what  we 
ierivc  from  Adam  to  what  we  derive 
roin  Chrift,  calling  the  one  body,  the 
other  fpii it;  being  prefent  in  the  body, 
then,  in  his  language,  lignihes  remaining 
in  the  Itate,  whether  of  life  or  of  death, 
which  wc  have  from  Adam,  that  ist  pre¬ 
vious  to  our  being  raifed  a  fpiritual  bo¬ 
dy,  and  livihg  in  Chrift:  Tiicrcforc  in 
the  lame  language,  being  abl'ent  from 
the  Lord,  will  .  alw'ays  take  place,  till 
the  necedary  change  is  by  divine  power 
vroiight  at  the  rcfnrrcdion,  and  wc 
^ivc  in  Chrift,  and  arc  prefent  with  him; 
iwhen  mortality  hath  put  on  immortali¬ 
ty,  and  wc  bear  Llic  image  of  the  heaven¬ 
ly  Adam,  as  we  then,  and  not  till  then, 
ceafe  to  bear  the  image  of  the  earthly 
Adam.

Another  text  is  taken  from  Philippi- 
ans  i.  23.  “  Fcr  I  am  in  a  ftrait  be- 

‘  tween  two,  having  a  detire  to  depart, , 
‘  and  to  be  w’ith  Chi  ill,  which  is  far  bet- 
‘  ter.”  There  is  no  wonder  that  one  fo 
afllided,  as  was  the  apoftie,  Hiould  wiih 
his  ftate  of  trial  over,  and  meet  with  a 
refpitc  in  the  fleep  of  death,  as  he  had 
like  palhons  and  feelings  with  the  reft  of 
mankind.  This  interruption  of  his  pre- 
lent  communion  with  Chrift,  or  of  his 
ulefulncfs  to  others,  was  only  fubmit- 
ting  to  the  unalterable  law,  that  human 
nature. was  fubjeifted  to,  and  which  he 
^  could  not  cicape.  ^  It  would  be  Ids  the 
I  cbjevit  of  his  averlion,  when  the  irflcrval 
1  between  his  death  and  the  refurredion 
;  would  appear  only  as  a  moment,  howe¬ 
ver  tedious  to  the  fucceftions  of  men 
upon  earth.  In  fad,  it  is  as  a  moment, 
in  comparifoii  of  that  eternity  he  %vas 
then  to  enter  upon.  The  apoftic,  in  his 
rapid  manner,  won\d  pafs  over  that  mo¬ 
mentary  interval,  and  comfort  himfelf 
,  and  his  fellow  Chriftians,  in  the  profpedt 
of  being  with  Chrift,  after  their  appear¬ 
ance  at  the  general  judgment.'  This 
Diode  of  reafoning,  the  apoftie  confirms,

*  hold  forth  the  word  of  life,  that  I  ma^

*  in  vain.”  Where  he  refers  his  rejoicing 
to  the  time  of  his  awaking  to  hie  and 
thought,  but  is  fiient  as  to  any  previoua 
fatistadioii  he  might  feel,  from  having 
done  his  duty,  which  had  it  been  real* 
would  have  aftbrded  almoft  as  much 
confolatioii  in  profped  as  the  other. 

The  reafoners  whofc  opinions  I  am 
colleding,  can  fee  no  diftinguifltcd  evi¬ 
dence  in  the  argument  from  the  parable 
of  Dives  and  Lazarus.  Parables  are  on¬ 
ly  moral  fablcii,  that  point  at  fomc  gene¬ 
ral  piece  of  inftriidion,  and  their  diffe¬ 
rent  ciicumftanccs  arc  nut  to  bt  ftrain- 
cd  for  proots  of  pofitive  di  drines.  The 
intention  of  that  parable  is  to  (liow  in 
general,  that  there  are  rewards  and 
puniihmems  in  ‘  a  future  ftate,  where 
the  conditiim  of  men  is  unalterably  fix¬ 
ed.  As  to  the  time,  when  the  fcciic  and 
dialogue  of  this  apologue  is  laid,  our 
Lord  reafons  upon  thofe  philofophical 
principles  that  the  Jews  by  that  tlm« 
had  borrowed  from  the  Greeks  and 
eaftern  nations.  It  is  therefore  argu- 
vie  fit  urn  ad  hointnem^  as  to  them,  and 
lays  down  no  polilivc  du<Jtrine,  but 
that  of  rewards  and  punifimients  in  ge¬ 
neral,  in  a  future  life.  Were  parables 
and  every  circumftance  in  them,  to  be 
underftood  literally,  fume’  new  and  cu¬ 
rious  opinions  would  Ibon  be  impofed 
bn  ihe  world.’ 

*  What  has  the  ftrongeft  appe^ance  of 

proof  on  this  futjed  is,  what  our  Saviour 
fays  to  the  thief  upon  the  crols.  Lake 
^3*  43‘  “  To  day  (hall  thou  be  with  me 
?  in  paradife.”  As  to  that  perfon,  thia 
declaration  is  doubtlefs  decifive,  that  he 
is  in  paradife,  to  the  refurredion.  But 
it  is  alferted  that  this  event  *i«  to  be 
confidcred  in  the  fame  light,  as  what 
happened  to  Lnoch  and  Elijah,  who 
went  Into  heavc*ii  without  tailing  death  ; 
fo  it  is  to  be  clafied  among  thofe  other 
ads  of  divine  power  that  attend  our 
Saviour’s  death. — 'Phe  fupcrnatural  c- 
clipfc  of  the  fun. — The  graves  opening^ 
and  many  of  the  bodies  of  the  fainta 
ariling,  and  appearing  unto  many  in  the 
holy  city. — It*  is  one  of  ibofc  fingular 
events,  from  which  nb  general  conclu*

Thofe  who 
imagine  that  the  culture  of  the  earfh 
not  fuflicient  to  employ  and  maintain  all 
its  inhabitants,  are  greatly  miftaken.-r-> 
An  aniient  Roman,  wc  arc  told,,  could 
maintain  his  family  from  the  produce  of 
one  acre  of  land  ;  fo  might  a  moderrt 
Briton,  if  he  could  improve  the  ground 
to  its  higheft  perfection,  and  be  content¬ 
ed  to  live  like  -a  Roman.  This  ihowv 
what  an  immenfc  increafe  of  inhabitant* 
Britain  might  admit  of,  and  all  of  then* 
live  by  the  culture  cf  the  ground. 

Agriculture  is  the  great  fuurcc  of  do- 
medic  riches.  It  is  of  all  employments 
the  inoft  favourable  to  health  ami  popu^ 
lation ;  but,  when  it  is  neglcii'ted,  w^hat- 
ever  wealth  may  be  imported  from 
abroad,  poverty,  wrcichcdnefs  and  mi- 
fery,  w'ill  abound  at  home  ;  which  is, 
aiul  ever  will  attend  the  fluduating 
nature  of  manufactures.  Ten  thoufand 
people  may  be  in  bread  to-day,  and  in 
beggary  to- morrow.  This  can  never 
happen  to  thofe  that  cultivate  the 
ground — They  can  eat  the  fruit  of  their 
labour,  and  always  by  induftry  obtain  at 
lead  the  neceftaries  of  life.

In  the 
firft  Rages  of  their  pilgrimage,  they  met 
with  a  joyful  reception,  until  .they  vifi- 
ted  a  certain  place,  named  the  calllc  of 
JHelikia.  Iferc  the  meritorious  goddefa 
wasconttantly  befieged  by  the  formidable 
tyrants  of  envy,  malice,  and  dciraition; 
and  her  attendants  were  abufed,  infult- 
ed,  and  fpurned  at  by  all  the  fervants  of 
the  earth-born  Plcfnmeleia,  herctcinal

and  Savage  Cruelty,  Neverthe- 
fs  this  favourite  of  the  heavens  with- 
ood  all  their  force,  repelled  their  infi- 
uations.and,  wnth  undaunted  fortitude, 
as  purfuing  after  unminglcd  felicity.

Our 
ial  goddefb,  tieholding  their  furprife, 
dreffies  them  in  accents  fweetCr  than 
I  imific's  melting  drains:  “  O  ye  ralh, 
thinking  child^ert  of  duft  I  your  judg- 
at£  arc  fallacious  and  wrong  (fayi 
VoL.  XXllh 
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ffie)  as  your  bodies  arc  frail  and  change¬ 
able.  ,  Your  determinations  are  only 
from  external  appearances.  The  out-r  ‘ 
ward  paffing  ffiew  is  all  you  regard.  In 
the  manfions  inhabited  by  godlike  be¬ 
ings,  peace,  joy  and  tranquillity  for  ever, 
bloom.  There  pure  unmixed  felicity 
Rows  without  intermiffion  from  an  cver- 
rolilug  dream.  Be  allured,  ye  frail  off- 
fpring  of  clay  !  that  though  I  am  not 
nurled  in  giddy  Fortune’s  lap,  norfur-^ 
rounded  with  fplendid  retinues,  nor  car¬ 
ried  about  in  gilded  equipages,  my  un- 
intcrminable  felicity,  refts  not  on  the; 
paffing  found  of  airy  fame,  nor  yet  on 
what  the  mifguided  multitude  call  hap» 
pine/s.  It  is  neither  pompous  grandeur/ 
deceitful  riches,  nor  inebriating  plea-, 
fures,  that  gratify  thcdc(ires,or  gain  the 
approbation  of  my  immortal  fpirit;  buC 
the  unmerited  affeiilion  and  edeem  of 
that  Eternal  Mind,  whofe  favour  is  at- 
leuded  with  the  mod  confummate  de¬ 
gree  of  fuhluuary  blifs.  •  The  corroding 
p  iiigs  of  luri  ow,  diflrtTs,  and  untoward 
fate,  which  nowalfail  me,  are  the  touch- 
done  to  prove  the  iiprightncfs  and  at¬ 
tachment  of  my  heart  and  atfetflions  ior 
hini.  Though  deprefled  by  misfor^ 
tune,  my  intentions  arc  pure  and  unble-.

Ills  vigilant  arm  (liall  condu^  me 
fafe  through  the  dark  and  gloomy  laby-« 
rinths  of  this  prefent  date,  and  his  light 
and  life  illuminate  me  through  the  vale 
of  mifery  to  his  own  rcfplendcfit  pa¬ 
laces.” — Having  thus  fpokc,  the  goddefi 
and  her  mild  attendants  went  rin  the 
jiuirney  through  life  with  in<judry,  in- 
vyard  tranquillity,  and  chearfulnels,  con-- 
tiaually  prepared  to  rclign  tbdrterrcf- 
trial  pofleffions  for  the  eternal,  perma¬ 
nent  felicities  of  the  invitible  paraditc. 
In  jcvery  difficulty  they  were  redgned^ 
and  courageous.  Amidd  all  the  unto- 
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IShe  claflics,  and  ftudy  of  philor»)phy,bc- 
^jiamc  now  unintcreftln^  (<»  him  ;  he  re- 
^miiircd  fomc  more  immediate  obje^^t  to 
^^ccupy  his  mind,  and  engage  his  p  illions. 
®n^He  therefore  made  but  How  progrcls 
■Jli  thefe  parts  of  his  exercifes;  but  when 
was  entered  upon  hiscourfe  of  rhe- 
Le  Pere  Pore\",  his  tutor  in  that 
perceiving  him  to  be  fcnliblc  of 
pjHaife,  by  commending  his  firlt  efiays, 
jgfcouraged  him  to  make  higher  eftbrts. 
-j-^^fciplificatinns  were  the  mi/de  of  the 
.^P®Hege,  and  Monlieiir  Pore^e  difeovered 
thole  of  llelvetius  more  of  idea  and 
icery,  than  in  thole  of  his  other 

n  confeqiience  of  this,  he  paid  a  more 
p^fftlcuiar  attention  to  him;  he  read 

Bh  him  the  bell  authors,  both  antient 
modern,  and  made  him  remart 
h  upon  their  beauties  and  their  faults, 
is  preceptor  lliewcd  very  little  tafte 
I  is  own  writings,  but  was  moft  criti- 
y  verfed  in  all  the  branches  of  litera- 
c*.  Ue  was  a  good  mailer,  but  a  bad 
del.  lie  had  a  peculiar  talent  in  dif- 
cring  the  powers  and  capacities  of 
jBip  fehoUr.*?;  and  France  is  indebted  to 
f4)r  feveial  great  men,  whofe  genius 
'  rfl  remarked,  and  afterv/  irds  alTifted 
ripen.  The  firft  talle  of  applaufe 
-elites  an  appetite  for  it.  The  young 
m  pvetius,  inlplred  by  the  encomiums  he 
received  for  his  public  exercifes  in 
-cciege,  would  likcwife  excel  in  ever/ 
that  was  thought  worthy  of  prailc. 
JSiihad  l)efore  delpi’ed  the  youtlifiil  ac- 
!  xShpliilimcnts  of  dancing  and  fencing, 
now  became  indefatigable,  ’till  he 
rendered  himfelf  mailer  of  both. 

«is  emulation,  which  extended  itfelf 
tShe  whole  circle  of  arts  and  fciences, 
IfC  never  degenerated  into  envy.  He 
■^ftracted  friendlhips  with  all  his  rivals, 
was  the  perfon  in  whom  they  each 
,  ^^kd  their  mod  perfc<5l  confidence,  in 
matter  of  the  greateft  as  well  as 
'SHke  lead  confequencc.

him  with,  and  was  careful  to  examine 
into  mat  htnels  of  relation,  and  congrui- 
ty  of  realon,  w  hich  fliouid  ever  be  cda-‘ 
bliflied  between  huynan  ia*wfi  human 
nature^  and  the  general  happinefs  of 
mankind, 

Ilis  father,  whofe  fortune  was  but 
fmall,  and  who  had  incurred  difgracc 
with  cardinal  Flcuri,by  his  attachment  to 
Monlicur  LcDnc,  dcHgned  i»im  for  fomc 
-employ  in  the  finances,  as  it  might  not 
only  put  him  in  a  way  of  advancing  his 
fortune,  but  would  alfo  aftbrd  him  Ici- 
fure  to  purfuc  his  .dudics,  and  employ 
his  talents. 

For  this  purpofe  he  fent  him  to  M.  cT 
Armancourt,  his  uncle,  and  commilfio- 
ncr  of  cudoms  at  Caen.  There  Helvetia- 
us  devoted  his  time  more  to  literature 
and  philofophy,  than  to.the  cxcife,  and 
more  to  women  than  to  cither.  How¬ 
ever,  as  his  parts  were  quick,  he  foon 
made  himfelf  raader  of  the  whole  fei- 
cnce  of  the  revenue,  without  much  dif¬ 
ficulty. 

He  was  about  twenty-three  years  of 
age,  when  the  queen, -who  had  an  affec¬ 
tion  both  for  his  father  and  mother,  ob¬ 
tained  the  pod  of  one  of  the  farincrs-gc- 
neral  for  him;  and  his  relations  bor¬ 
rowed  the  monies  to  be  advanced  by 
him,  'Upon  .that  promotion,  depending 
on  his  prudence  and  honour  to  rcim- 
burfe  them. 

Hclvctius  was  fwayedby  two  padiow, 
capable  of  rendering  a  Crxfus  bankrupt, 
love  and  liberality.  But  he  w’as  regular 
in  his  accounts,  and  had  a  foul  of  ho- 
jicdy  and  judice.  He  appropriated  two- 
thirds  of  his  income  to  the  rc-paymcf)t 
of  the  loan,  and  fpent  the  remainder  in 
the  indulgence  of  his.plcafures  and  the 
fervice  of  his  friends;  but  with  fuch  an 
oeconomy  as. prevented  any  cxceedings. 

From  his  fitd  entrance  into  life,  be 
was  felicitous  of  becoming  acquainted 
with  every  perfon  the  lead  didinguiflisd 
in  the  republic  of  letters ;  and  under 
this  article  I  Hiall  mention  a  trait  'of 
character,  which  docs  our  author  a  mod 
fingular  honour.  Among  the  number 
of  his  intimates,  Marivaux  happened 
to  be  one;  a  novelid  who  has  (liown  a. 
great  deal  of  wit  and  fentiment,  cncum- 
bered,  however,  with  too  much  verbofi- 
ty,  in  his  writings.  He  was  agreeable 
enough  alfo  in  his  converiation^and  de- 
ferved  the  edeem  of  the  world,  for  the 
refinement  of  his  heart,  and  the  purky 
of  bis  mannuii*  But  be  was  molliy

[^Frorn  the  Hijlory  of  tie  Royal  A- 
a  cademy  of  Sciences ^  Ann.  1769.3 

T  has  often  been  obferved,  that  fome 
\  plants  grow  upon  others,  and  derive 
H'ir  Qouriihment  from  them  :  But  it  is 
t  no  means  fo  generally  known,  that 
gctables  can  take  root  and  flourifli  on 
ring  animals.  Mr  Fougeroux  has  had 
1  opportunity  of  obferving  forne  inftan- 
rs  of  this  extraordinary  fa(3:,  Thefe 
>fervaiion8,  together  with  what  other 
ituralifts  have  faid  upon  the  fubie<ft, 
irnilh  matter  for  the  mfcraoir  now  be¬ 
ne  US. 

The  plants,  of  which  an  account  is 
ere  given  by  Mr  Fougertnix,  are  per- 
dly  the  reverfc  of  the  worm-plant  of 
hina,  deferibed  by  Mr  Reaumur  in  the 
ear  ij%6.  For,  in  that  cafe,  a  worm 
xes  its  fnout  into  the  extremity  of  the 
lant,  and  derives  nourifhment  from  it. 
ut  the  plants,  of  which  an  account  is 
ere  given,  derive  their  nourifhment 
rom  the  animals. 

In  this  memoir,  Mr  Fougeroux  pro- 
Kifes  to  point  out  different  infects  upon 
vhich  plants  do  grow;  and  to  propoie 
vhat  feems  to  him  the  moil  probable 
nethod  of  accounting  for  this  conjunc- 
ion.  The  greateft  part  of  the  animal 
slants,  which  he  has  feen,grow,  he  tells 
IS,  on  the  chryfalib  of  a  fpecies  of  cica- 
a.  The  plant  growing  on  thefe  infedts 
as  got  tlie  generic  name  of  Clavaria, 
ecaufe  its  flalks  and  branches,  when  it 
aj  any,  arc  terminated  by  turberples, 
rhich  give  it  the  appearance  of  a  little 
lub.  I'he  root  of  this  plant,  in  gene- 
al,  covers  the  body  of  the  infedt,  and 
bmetimes  is  even  extended  over  jts 
lead.  When  thefe  produdtions  have- 
or  fome  time  been  preferved  in  fpirits, 
he  plant  and  animal  may  be  feparated 
rem  each  otberi  without  hurting  either* 


Small  grooves,  formed  by  the  rings  of 
the  animal,  may  be  obferved  runninf; 
acrofs  the  roots  of  the  plant:  But  no 
veltige  can  be  found  of  the  root’s  having 
any  where  penetrated  the  body  of  the 
infedt.  Theic  plants  produce  fibres  dif* 
fering  in  length  ami  number.  The 
fibres  are  leiTninated  by  tubercles,  which, 
before  the  plant  arrrves  al  maturity,  are 
iblid:  but,  after  that  period,  they  are 
found  pundtured,  probably  by  worma 
which  have  fuffered  a  metamoi  phofia 
upon  cfcaping'from  them. 

According  to  Mr  Fougeroux,  planti 
grow,  nut  only  on  the  chryfalis  of  the 
cicada,  but  upon  the  cicada  itfclf.  He 
faw  one  of  this  kind  upon  a  cicada 
brought  from  Cayenne.  The  plant, 
tbik  cafe,  differed  from  the  Clavaria  al¬ 
ready  mentioned.  It  was  a  fpecies  0^ 
fucus,  compofed  of  long,  white,  filky 
fibres,  covering  the  body  of  the  infedt, 
and  extending  from  feven  to  eight  linee 
above  and  below  its  belly. 

The  author  has  found  the  Clavaria 
formerly  deferibed  growing  upon  worms* 
He  has  found  it  chiefly  upon  thoCie 
worms  which,  fuflfering  a  metamorpho* 
fis,  became  afterwards  a  fmall  fpecies  of 
may-bug.  This  chryfalis,  he  obferves, 
is  very  different  from  that  of  the  cicada, 
and,  even  in  its  worm  ftate,  may  eafily 
be  difiinguiihed  from  it. 

^t'ter  deferibing  ihefc  difftrent  fpcciet 
of  animal  plants,  the  author  next  pro¬ 
ceeds  to  offer  h*.  opinion  upon  this  fub- 
jedt.

that,  in  this  account,  Pr  Watfon  has 
been  deceived  by  the  worms  which  be 
has  already  mentioned  eat  into  the  Cla- 
taria,arfd  undergo  a  change  in  the  holes 
which  they  have  there  made.
